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SILVER’S VICTORY. 


Mr. Yoorhees Threw Up the Sponge at 
1:45 This Morning. 


THIS MEANS A COMPROMISE. 


The White Metal Men’s Staying 
Powers Were Too Much. 


THEY WERE AS FRESH AS DAISIES 


They Were Running the Debate by Re- 
lays, Keeping a Man Handy in Case 
of a Speaker Breaking Down. 


Washington, October 12.—(Special.)—The 
absurd physical endurance test on the part 
of the senate is still on. The old fellows 
continue to fuss and fume and threaten 
each other. All know that it must end in 
compromise, but they are too fatigued and 
mad to get together. ‘The chamber looks 
like a den of hungry bears., ‘They growl at 
each other as they pass. 

Senator Allen did not conclude his speech 
until 7 o'clock this morning. He had had 
the floor for fifteei consecutive hours and 
broke all records. Senator Martin, of 
Kausas, held the tloor from that hour until 
late this afternoon and now Papa Stewart 
bag it to hold for ten or twelve hours. 

Between grow's and threats today some 
of the better balanced senators have been 
making au effort to get together on a com- 
prourise, but because of the ill humor of 
the average senator, caused, perhaps, from 
overexertion in remaining awake through 
the long hours of last night and today, noth- 
ing has been accomplished. 

Mis) morning several senators, including 
Harris, of Tennessee, and Ransom, of North 
Carolina, went to see the president to en- 
deavor to persuade him to propose or sanc- 
tion a compromise. The president explain- 
ed his attitude very briefly to them. He 
<caid he had sent a message to congress re- 
commending an unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law. ‘The house had acted 
and sustained him. It would not be just 
to his friends in the house and those who 
had declared for his recommendation in the 
senate for him now to desert them and pro- 
pose something else. He was perfectly 
willing that the matter should be compro- 
mised, but the senate must act on the mat- 
ier upon its own responsibility without a 
suggestion or a recommendation from him. 
Then if the house and senate agree upon 
any proposition, it would be his duty and 
his pleasure to sign it. J*urther than this 
he had nothing to say. 

Returning to the senate a@ report was made 
by these senators and an effort made to 
compromise, but the dll humor of individ- 
ual senators cropped out so cuspicuously 
that it was thought best to wait until to- 
morrow to make a practical effort to get 
1ozether. Many thought a recess could be 
had tonicht and sleep Would restore the dig- 
nity and equilibrium of the average senator. 
It must come at some time, but when is 
the perplexing problem? 

Senntor Colquitt Sums It Up. 

Senator Colquitt analyzed the situation to 
we tonight in these words: “There has 
been no special change in the situation 
since the long session began last night. The 
only thing absolutely certain is that the un- 
‘conditional repeal cannot pass the senate. 
There is a majority in the senate for sume 
sort of a compromise, but while they are 
agreed so far, it is a matter of some dif- 
ficulty to bring them together upon 
exact terms. It. is one thing to agree toa 
compromise in perfect good faith and quite 
another thing to determine just what that 
compromise shall be; but the solution of 
this long session is either a compromise 
or nothing. The opponents of repeal have 
their constituency to back them and are 
as «etermined in ‘their opposition as have 
been the opponents of any measure since 
I have been in the senate. <As for myself, 
I never was more assured that I represent 
the sentiments of my constituents than I 
do now in the course I am pursuing.” 

Gave Them the Laugh. 

Senator Frye, of Maine, was called to the 
chair for a short while this evening. While 
presiding several roll calls to develop a quo- 
rum were called for without intervening 
business, The question of the propriety of 
this, under the rules, was raised, when the 
presiding oflicer arose and announced: 

‘The senate of the United States is the 
most dignified body in the world.” 

At this there was first a titter in the 
crowded galleries, then a broad = laugh 
which developed inte n-rour and took pos- 
session of the auditors. It was the first dem- 
onstration that the senate ever had 
of the opiuion the general public has of it. 
The senators looked at each other in blank 
amazement. Apparently they could not un- 
derstand the joke, Some of them actually 
imagine the country yet looks upon the 
body in its present ridiculous feats of con- 
tortion as a truly dignified legislative as- 
sembly. 
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Sticking Out for Bonds. 

Senator Hiarris introduced the proposed 
compromise of the southern silver senators 
at 10 o'clock. !t provides for the coinage 
of the seigniorage in ithe treasury at the 
rate of $3,000,000 a month. Whey that is 
coined it provides for the purchase and 
coinage of ————ounces of silver monthly. 
It further provides that there shall be no 
eurrency of less than the denomination of 
$10, except. silver coin ‘and certificates. 
Senator Harris explained that he left the 
amount of silver to be coined monthly in 
his proposed compromise blank in order 
that the senate might decide upon the 
amount. Senator Harris failed to get the 
signatures of a majority of the members of 
the senate on this compromise. He intro- 
duced it as feeler. There are many sena- 
tors in favor of a compromise, but who 
will not agree to compromise unless it con- 
tains a bond provision. 

Senator, the Country Has the Fever. 

At 11 o'clock tonight I hadea talk with 
Senator Hill, of New York. He thinks a 
compromise will be the eventual] result, 
but says the condition of the senate at 
present is like that of a fever patient, the 
discase must run its course. The fever 
at present, he says, is very hizh and it will 
perhaps be several days before the temper- 
ature of the senate is sufficiently reduced 
to develop sufficient spirit of conciliation 
Which will bring about a compromise. 

Jieating on lis Oars. 

A 11 o'clock the senate is stilled. It has 
lost its motion. For the first time sines 
the session commenced thirty-six hours ago 
the bedy is without a quorum. The ser-

An Argument for Temperance. 

It is not difficult to one who has watchel 
the proceedings of this physical endurance 
contest to pick ont the members of the sen- 
atorial poker club, all of whom look fresh. 
Last night and tonight are not the only 
nights they have spent away from their beds. 
Wolcott, Vest, Cameron, Cal Brice, Jones, 
fof Nevada, and Joe Blackburn show by 
their appearance that they know what it 
is to be out all night. But no members of 
the senate stand this thing like teetotalers. 
Gorman and Hill are the only two senators 
who neither drink nor smoke. It is true 
they are tired, but they do not appear so 
fatigued as the great mass of senators who 
are managing to hold out under the influence 
of stimulants. Senator Peffer has just been 
called in from the terrace, where he was 
permitting the exultant wind to filibuster 
with his luxuriant whiskers. Teller is not 
on hand tonight. He is hid and his slum- 
bers are secret. 

Tough on the Sycamore. 

Voorhees is on hand, but is in a tottering 
condition. Ite was ready to ask for a 
recess at 10 o'clock, but Senator Stewart 
declined to yield to bim, stating that the 
Indianian had announced he would stay 
here until a vote was haj or he was taken 
out feet foremost. He must now propose a 
compromise or stand by his announcement. 
The silver senators would stay with him. 

yoorhees Gives Up the Fight. 

At 1.45 o'clock a quorum failing to appear 
Mr. Voorhees gave up the fight. He aban- 
doned the physieal endurance and moved 
to adjourn. It means that he, at last. offi- 
cially concedes the defeat of unconditional 
repeal and is now ready for a compromise. 
A comproinise should be adopted tomorrow. 
The Harris amendment will perhaps be the 
basis. It looks like there will be no bond 
provision. 

Mr. Voorhees said: “Mr. President, I feel 
that I have done my duty in this matter, 
and without comment I now move ‘that 
the senate adjourn.” 

The motion was unanimously agreed to, 
and in an instant the senate chamber w: 
deserted, after a continuous session of thir- 
ty-eight hours and forty minutes. 

Colonel Fellows forthe Bichloride. 

There is a gap in the frescoed frieze 
around the rotunda of the capitol. It has 
remained there for several years.

Mr. Bland in conversation today Jeclared 
himself heartily in favor of an income 
tax. Ie says it would be impossible to make 
any satisfactory revision of the tariff with- 
out resorting to an income tax to raise 
revenues. 

He said he understood the ways and 
means committee had the income tax prop- 
osition under consteration in connection 
with its tariff bill, and without it could do 
nothing in the way of a substantial redue- 
tion of duties—could only change the tariff 
from one schedule to another. He thought 
ut least $150,000,000 per year ought to be 
raised by an income tax.

Senator Colquitt Continues to Improve. 

Though Senator Colquitt has not entirely 
recovered his health he is at the senate 
every day. Of course he moves about with 
diflicultvy, but he displays bis usual zeal 
and attention in transacting the business 
of his constituents. Since the advent of 
the present administration the business of 
the Georgia senators and members has 
increased very considerably and Senator 
Colquitt has much more to do-now than he 
has ever had before during his experience 
in the senate. He, however, continues to 
improve and shows much earnestness and 
interest in his duties and in looking after

STORM ON THE COAST 


A Gulf Hurricane Strikes in at Titus- 
ville and Moves North. 


RAGED ALL DAY AT SAVANNAH 


Shipping in Danger, but no Great 
Damage Was Done, 


CHARLESTON UNDER WATER AGAIN

ItIs Cold and Drearyat Brunswick-—The 
Wires Are Down to Florida, and 
That State Is Cut Off.

Savannah, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
The West Indian storm which reached here 
this morning and has been blowing a gale 
of forty to sixty miles an hour all day con- 
tinued to increase in fury, but up to dark 
had not done any very great damage right 
in the city. The storm was reported at 
Titusville, Fla., last night and then had a 
slightly northwest direction. 

The weather observer said this morning 
there was no reason why it would not 
strike this immediate section with as much 
fury as did that of August 27th, and he 
thought it would be worse. The barome- 
ter here fell to 28.50 during the afternoon 
and continued to go lower. ‘The wind in- 
era@ased and at 6 o'clock p. m. was froin 
fifty to sixty miles an hour from the north- 
West. 

Shipving Will Catch It. 

The City of Augusta, which left New 
York yesterday, will meet the storm off the 
North Carolina coast in about the same lat- 
itude that the Savanvah was struck by the 
last storms There aré-eimhteen vessels 1D 
the Tybee roads and at quarafitme,gqnd the 
chances are that if the gale continues they 
will all be wrecked, as in the case of the 
last blow. All the vessels in port are seck- 
ing places of refuge. The tide will be high 
at 10 o'clock tonight, when the worst dam- 
age is expected. 

The quarantine, which was blown down 
by the last gale, is still unprotected, and 
the quarantine officer, with his family, are 
exposed there. All vessels coming to har- 
bor last night and early this morning re- 
port the heaviest swell on the bar and at 
sea that they have ever seen in that sec- 
tion. 

Fears for the Sea Islanda, 

No reports have been heard from any of 
the sea islands, but the prospect is that the 
storm will undo all that has been done for 
them in the way of shelter and that they 
will be as bad or worse off than they were 
before. No reports of any fatalitics have 
yet been received. 

Severe xt Jacksonville. 

The gale at Jacksonville is said to have 
been the worst they have had there since 
1881. Brunswick also got the brunt of it, 
but the ameunt of damuge there has not 
yet been learned. 

The Worst Seems Over. 

The storm continues to rage at midnight, 
but has not increased in fury much beyond 
what it was at nightfall. The wind 
still blowing at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, although in gusts a velocity of sixty 
miles hus been attained. When the prestic- 
tion of the storm appeared this morning, 
and before the blow enme on, everybody 
made haste to protect as well as possible 
all their exposed property. Hundreds of 
applications for storm insurance were made 
to the different conypanies which havé mgen- 
cies here, but they were refused in almost 
every instance. Many, however, had cov- 
ered their property by insurance just after 
the last blow. Roofs were weighted down, 
freight on the wharves was moved back to 
il position of safety and all the vesséls in 
port hastened to put themselves in secure 
positions. 
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Seeking Shelter. 

All that could get up inte the Central 
railroad slip where they could safely 
waather the gale, and those outside cast 
every anchor they had on board. There are 
five barks at quarantine and eight in Ty- 
hee roads. No news has been received 
from any of them since 4 o'clock this af- 
ternoon, and one of them has been reported 
ashore, but no definite news can be gotten 
from that place. The barks were said to 
be drifting at 4 o'clock. The bark ‘Tros 
was towed up to the city from quarantine 
this afternoon. The wires are down south 
of here and southern points can only be 
reached by relay. The staimship Azalea, 
from New York, which arrived day before 
vesterday, also lying in ‘Tybee roads, 
When the stomp was predicted all the peo- 
ple on the islands near the city came here 
at once, not caring to repeat their experi- 
ence of August 2ith. While the storm has 
been severe all day Jong, if is not believed 
that it will be as bad us first reported and 
it will not do near so much damage, 


CHARLESTON IN THE BLOW. 


At Last Reports the Water Was Expected to 
: Come Up tn the Citvy.: 

Charleston, S. C.. October 12,—(Special.) 
The West Indian crelone is on us. The wires 
are going down to the southward and there is 
trouble to the northward. At this writing 
Wind is blowing in great gusts at 
forty to forty-five miles an hour. No damage 
has been done except .the VW recking of tele- 
phone and electric light item. 

Three tides have been banked tf*and at 
midnight it is expected, unless the wind shfftx 
around to the southwest, that the eastern. 
southern and western portions of the city will 
be under water. Neither of the Clyde steam- 
ers due today has arrived. At this hour, 7 
o'clock p. m., it looks like a repetition of the 
cyclone of August. 

Caught Many Houses Unroofed. 

The hurricane reached here abont 5 
o'clock in the evening. It had given indi- 
cations of its coming since early dawn, but 
the people had been led to believe that. it 
would not be severe and it was not until 
nearly dark that they were undeeceived. 
From 6 o'clock in the evening until mid- 
night it raged with a fury almost equal 
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imum velocity of the wind was only ™Gd 
against 126 miles an hour on August 26th: 
Most of the unroofed hotises had been cov- 
ered, but they were all exposed and some 
damage was caused thereby. 

Streets Under Warer. 

The damage to the water front in Au- 
gust Was so great that the work of repair- 
ing had not made any considerable progress. 
The damage of tonight's storm cannot now 
be estimated. Then, too, there are several] 
big cotton steamships at the piers. These. 
itis thought, escaped serious damage. 
warned by their experience in the August 
cyclone, most of the householders acong 
the river front of the city moved their 
household goods out of the first fleer and 
thus escaped damage “-by the tide wafer: 
which, at this time, covers nearly all the 
streets within two blocks of the river on 
three sides of the city. It is impossible te 
give any estimate of the damage now.

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IN DEFENSE OF SILVER. 


A Large Meeting of Citizens of Memphis 
Commends Sepators Bate and Earris. 

MeMphis, Tenn., October 12.—Followy on 
the heels of the recent action of the joint 
meeting of the Merchants’ and Cotton ex- 
change that condemned aerimonionsly Senators 
Bate and Harris, of this state, for their at- 
titude on-the silver bill, pow in the senate, a 
largely attended mass imeeting of leading 
citizens of Memphis and Shelby county was 
held last night to discuss the silver question. 

Affer lengthy speeches a committee, consist- 
ing of ex-Congressman Casey Young, Colonel 
M. ©. Gallaway, E. W. Carmack, Holmes 
Cummins, Thomas Hoimana, H. D. Greer and 
J. J. Dupuy, was appointed, who sufmitted 
lengthy resolutians euldgistically endorsing 
the senators named and commending them for 
their faithfulness and firmness in defense of 
silver. 

That the present financial depression is 
vholly chargeable to The purchasing clause of 
the silver bill is denied: that its repeal is 
necessary is controverted; that its repeal ts 
expedient is coneeded, but only when accom- 
panied by legislation perpetuating bimetallism 
and protecting silver as a& money. 

The second resolution reads: 

“That we hold to the use of both gold and 
silver, without discrimination against other 
metal. and in the present condition of our 
people, a large majority of whom are debtors. 
we favor the coirage of the largest amonnt of 
American silver that can be kept equal in 
purchasing power and Monetary vajie with 
eold and, therefore. respectfully appeal to 
the senate of the United States to enact such 
legislation ‘as will attain these ends and thus 
insure the prompt repeal of the Sherman act 
and the speedy restoratiog of the financial 
confidence and public credit.”

A Criminal with » Youug Wife, Released from 
the Pen, Is Arrested for Murdor.

for highway robbery. expired. Upon bis re- 
lease Sheriff Lassiter placed him under ar- 
rest for the murder of one W. ©. Woods at 
Tazewell Courthouse, Va., in June, 18S. 

Lassiter received a description of 
him several mouths ago and calmly awaited 
the expiration of his sentence for bighway 
robbery to arrest him for the more serious 
offense. Rogers is about thirty-two years old, 
a man of pleasant face and affable mannecs. 
Hie was arrested itninediately after the mur- 
der and placed in jail, from which be escaped 
While awaiting trial. A sad romance is con- 
nected with his history. Rogers came to this 
city in 1590. His agraeabie ways won for 
him an entree into the homes of the Dest 
fainilies of the place. He began paying de- 
voted attention to Misa Annie Small, daugh- 
f-one of the Dest and oldest fainilies in 
section,” and “sueceeded in winning her 
rn ISL they were married.

Washington, October 12.—(Special.)—Aeting 
Secretary of the Treasury Curtis has written 
a letter to the chairman of the ways and 
means committee reporting against a sub- 
treasury at Atlanta. Mr. Curtis, however. 
shows by his letter that he does not under- 
stand the object of the request. He seems 
to think the subtreasury is wanted for Atianta 
only, when it is requested for the bex>fit of the 
entire southeast. The entire Georgia “aele- 
gation will appear before the ways and meant 
coumittee on Tuesday to urge that the bill 
tntroduced by Colonel Livingston be reported 
to the house. Members of the delegation will 
also explain the situation more thoroughly 
to Mr. Curtis and Secretary Carlisle. They 
believe the report of Mr. Curtis will be re- 
versed and that congress will provide for a 
subtreasury ar Atlanta. 

In his letter to Chatrman Wilson Mr. Cur- 
tis says: “I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of th®dth instant, 
submitting for my eonsideration HH. R. 96, 
being a bill to establish a subtreasury at At- 
lanta, Ga. In reply you are informed that 
no subtreasury has been established = since 
August 15, 1876, at which time the office of 
assistant treasurer of the United States, at 
Charleston, S. CL, was established by an act 
of congress as recommended by this denart- 
ment because the volume of business aggregat- 
ing about $5,000,000 annually was not suffi- 
cient to warrant its continuance. The receipts 
at Atlanta, Ga., as Shown by returns received 
from the Nationa! bank depository at that 
place for the year ending June 30, 1895, 
amounted to’ $435,046.28 only and the dits- 
bursements were less than the receipts. ‘This 
National bank depository transacts the public 
business satisfactorily to the department and 
without expense to the government, and there 
appears tv be no public necessity at present 
for establishing a subtreasury at Atlanta.”

Armed Men Broke in bat Did Not 
Get Kendricks. 


HiS CELL RIDDLED WITH BULLETS

Received but One Slight Wound, 
and tte Crowd May Have Been 
the Priscner’s Friends. 


Sylvania, Ga., October 12.—(Special.ji— 
- attempt was made Jast night to murder 

r liberate Tom Ixendricks, the well-known 
negro desperado, who is in jail at Sylvan. 
Abont midnight a mob of men broke into 
the jail and 109 shots were said to have 
been fired with Winchester rifles and pis- 
tols, 

The noise was heard by a gentieman liv- 
ing uear by, who came to his door and saw 
several squads of the mob about the jail. 
Nothing further was revealed until this 
morning at daylight, when the jailer was 
notified and proceeded at once to make an 
investigation. IXendrick was found in his 
cell still alive but shot through the hand 
and with his ankle badly hurt. 

This is what he tells of the affair: About 
eight men opened the front door of the jail 
and came down to his cell. HIe was 
chained by the leg to one of the bars of 
the door and catching the ehaip in their 
hands the mob attempted to pull him to 
them, but he resisted with all his strength 
and the chain was sprung and came loose 
from his ankle. He then cronched into a 
corner of the cell, and after ineffectual at- 
tempts to break down the door, they began 
firing at him through the bars. The walls 
are riddled with Winchester bullets, but 
Inendricks escaped with only a wound in 
the hand. It was not pessible to hit the 
negro throngh the bars of the door while 
he was in the corner, 

After they had been in there about fif- 
teen iminuies, the. mob, he says, became 
alarmed and left, thinking probably 
that he was dead. A hangman's rope was 
found in the jail which Tom’s neck wes, 
no donbt, intended to grace. 

Porhapa ‘they Were Friends. 

There are those who think the mob con- 
sisted of a crowd of Kendricks’s friends, 
Who cawe there for the purpose of liber- 
ating bim and were foiled, the shots being 
fired merely as a bluff and that Kendricks 
was shot in the hand accidently. There 
were four other negroes in the jail in an- 
other cell, but as wet they are not yet very 
comnmmunicative about the mob. An attempt 
was made to open the door to the corridor 
of the cells, but it failed. If this had been 
successful and the mob’s intent Was mur- 
der, they could easily have killed Wen- 
dricks from the opposite door of the cell, 
but failing in this they had to shoot 
through the bars of ‘two «doors about four 
feet apart and could not striké him. If it 
was a mob of determined white men, they 
inust cither have thonght be was killed 
or else they became alarmed something 
and left before they had accomplished their 
purpose. If if was a crowd of negroes to 
liberate him, they went at it in a bungling 
way aud failed from lack of sense. Ke - 
dricks’s career is familiar to all in this sec- 
tion of country. His shooting the marshal 
iu Millen, his eseape from jail at this place, 
his daring rally from the burning house in 
Emannel, where he was surrounded by a

A GHASTLY FIND. 


Mr. James T. Willis Had Been Dead 
Eight Months.

AND HIS BODY EATEN BY THE RATS 


The Horrible Discovery in the Webster 
Building at Columbus—His Death 
a Great Mystery. 


~_—_— ~- 


Columbus, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
A horrible discovery was made here Tues- 
day afternoon in one of the vacant rooms 
of the Webster building. 

The room in question was this morning 
rented to some one as an office, and soon 
after dinner time, & Iman was sent there 
to open the windows and air and cleau up 
the room. 

It happened that the door was unlocked, 
and upon opening it the man was horrified 
by the discovery of a dead body lying upon 
the floor of the bare room. The man slam- 
med the door to with a loud bang and with 
as few bounds as possible reached the 
street where he encountered Officer W. I. 
Gibson, to whom he related the cause of 
his grand rush into the street. The two 
went up to the room accompanied by Dr. 
Gzriggs. Officer Gibson and Dr. Griggs 
both recognized the dead body as that of 
Mr. James T. Willis. It happened that 
Otheer Gibson had given Mr. Willis por- 
tions of the suit of clothes he had on, and 
Dr. Griggs was able in other ways to recog- 
nize hit. 

Just how long he had been dead no one 
knows, but the indications were that he 
had been dead many months, probably 
since January last, ut which time he may 
have frozen to death. Mr. Willis was up 
to about that time a familiar figure about 
Columbus. He belonged to a good family 
and was ai prond but very poor, untor- 
trnate man and subject to epilepsy. It was 
his enstom to get his meals wherever and 
Whenever he could and at night he slept in 
such places as the entrance to the Webster 
building. 

It is probable that, finding the nnoceu- 
pied room in which his body was found, he 
went in there to spend some cold night 
last winter. When found today he had on 
only one shoe while the other lay on the 
floor only a few feet away. He had on his 
coat, bat bis vest hung on a nail on the 
wall, 

Examination showed that the rats had 
eaten the flesh off his bones and his hair 
Was seattered for several feet around. It 
was 2 horrible sight, and brought forth the

“If Mr. Collier’s argument holds good 
here,” said Captain Howell, “why wouldn't 
it be a good idea for the state’s work to be 
done by a cesimittee of one hundred? No, 
sentlemen, I tell you the very essence of 
democracy is home rule. ‘Take that away 
and we are no longer our own governors, 
I want to have the right to dictate who my 
own representative shall be. and IL don't 
want others to do that for me.

The Third Day's Session of the South- 
ern Rate Committee. 


LUMBER RATES NOT YET SETTLED 


A Chance to Get the One Cent a Mile Rate 
to the World’s Fair Refore It Closes. 
The L. & N.’s Issue of Stock. 


The rate committee of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association continued 
its session yesterday in the rooms of the 
commissioner in the Equitable building. 

Most of the day was taken up with rou- 
tine work. The big questions have not 
yet come up for adjustment. ‘The members 
of the committee were busy al] day with 
such questions as the rates on iron and the 
products of pipe mills and foundries.

Liverpool advanced 6-61d and majgh- 
tained, it, closing firm. A Manchester cable today gays 
that spinners believe the repeal bill will not passy and 
are buying cotton sparingly.

Mrs, M. P. Jones Laid to Rest Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


HER FUNERAL AT THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 


ee 


Attended by All the Teachers and Mem- 
bers of tne Board of Education. 
Many Exquisite O@erings. 


In beautiful Oakland cemetery all that 
Was mortal of Mrs. M. F. Jones, whose 
sad and sudden death was announced in 
yesterday's Constitution, was lovingly com- 
mitied to the sod. 

‘The sceve at the Church of the Immac- 
ulate Conception yesterday afternoon, 
where the last sad rites were held over 
this leved and honored lady, was one that 
will never be forgotten by those who were 
present. It was a rare testimonial to the 
worth and character of one who had de- 
voted her life to the cause of education. 

Nearly all of the teachers of the public 
achools were present in addition to the 
superintendent and severa) members of the 
board. 

Th members of the class taught by Mrs. 
Jones in the night were also present in 
demonstation of their love, and occupicd 
seats ip front of the church. 

There was literally no end to the floral 
offerings. The casket wus strewn with 
the fairest blossoms of the season, while a 
number of beautiful designs surrounded the 
large white altar and filled the church with 
their soft and delicate aroma. Among 
the tributes were several exquisite emblems 
Sent by the teachers of the public schools. 

All the schools Were Closed. 

In view of the fact .that Mrs. Jones had 
been COnDECLE: |} with the public schools of 
Atianta for several years, it wus deemed a 
fitting tribute that ajl the schools should 
close at noon yesterday. 

An order to this effect was accordingly 
issued by the superintendent, with the adued 
direction that all the teachers who felt dis- 
wosed should meet atthe Girls’ High school 
building promptly ag 2:30 o'clock for the 
purpose of attending the funeral im a boJy. 

At L2 o'clock, therefore, all of the schools 
in the city were quietly dismissed. ‘T 
many of the children Mrs. Jones was 
known, but the pupils of Crew 
school, where she taught last year colaen 
her transfer to the night school, were deep- 
ly affected by her sad weath and many 
of them were present at the funeral. 

Tears were shed not only by the little 
girls, who were tenderly attached to her, 
but by many of the boys who held ber 
in the highest respect and esteem, 

When the hour arrived for the teachers 
to assembie at the high school builJing 
there was not a sehool in the city that was 
bot representedy and many of the teachers 
in addition to their sad expression of coun- 
tenance, brought other emblems of their 
affection. 

A few minutes before 3 o'clock, and just 
in advance of the funeral procession as it 
cume over the crest of Hunter street,. the 
teachers, headed by the meurbers of the 
board of education, moved in the direction 
vf the church. 

At the Church. 

It was exactly 3 o'clock when the funeral 
service commenced. 

When all of the teachers were seated, 
in addition tv those who had already 
gathered, there was not a vacant pew in 
the church. The casket, almost literally 
conmuaied by the weight ot fluwers that rest- 
ed upon it, was berne along the central 
aisle of the church by the following gentle- 
menu: Messrs. W. Bass, W. KF. Slaton, 
M. W. Spence, i. : & Stilson, ' ae 
Brittaiv, ‘UC, J. Malone, John Marnsworth 
and Captain L. EK. O'Reefe. : 

The mutleh tones of the great church 
organ intensified the solemnity of the scene 
as the burden of flowers was lovingly car- 
ried to its place in front of the altar. 

The ceremony of the Catholic church 
Was then commenced and after the pre- 
liminary services were over the officiating 
priest, Rev. Father Schadewell, in terms of 
tender eulogy referred to the life and char- 
acter of the deceased 

“T bave no hesitation in saying,” began 
the father, as he touched upon that part of 
«his short discourse, which illustrated hie 
text, “and am sure this congregation 
will bear me out in this opinion, that our 
beloved sister was a shining and beloved 
example in this community. She was a 
good wife and a good mother, illustrating in 
her life the doctrine of love. But above all 
she was a faithful servant of the Lord 
and her love for the Master was supreme 
over all earthly affection.” 

He drew a number of 
from her life and death 
the thought that death ought always to 
remind us of our frail mortality and the 
obligations we ure under to love and serve 
God. He referred to the desolation atpng 
the Atlantic coast and the attiction which 
had come upon the city by the sea, all of 
which taught that life was uncertain and 
the duty of man was to prepare for eternity. 
Mrs. Jones, he said, had passed away 
swidenly and without warning, but the 
marmner in which she had lived was full of 
the assurance that she had met her ever- 
lasting reward with the saints in glory. 

After the beautiful sermon was over 
a song by the choir was rendered with 
solemn effect, after which the funeral pro- 
cession moved out of the church in the di- 
rection of Oakland cemetery, where the 
ashes of this Christivn lacty were laid away 
until the morning of the resurrection. 

A Tribute from Professor Bass. 

Professor Bass, the principal of the nicht 
school in which Mrs. Jones was employed, 
has expressed the feelings of sorrow and re- 
spect entertained by her co-laborers in the 
tollowing card: 

Under ordinary circumstances death is sad, 
but when it comes like the Ughtnuing’s flash it 
appalis us. On Monday night Mrs. Jones was 
at her post of duty, looking cheerful and 
happy. 

On the next evening about 5 o'clock, while 
preparing for her school duties, she was sud. 
denly stricken down and remained uncon- 
scious for several hours, when she closed 
lifé’s work and went to the home of the 1 
As a Woman she was gifted with many 
ble traita of churacter. She was modest 
unassuming, but possessed more than ordinary 
ability. 

Her disposition was sweet and kind, attract- 
fing all ber acquaintances. 

No one could truthfully say augho against 
As a teacher, she was faithful to duty 
and untiring in her efforts to promote the wel- 
fare of her scholars. Her kindness and gentle- 
ness won all hearts to her and she was emi- 
uently successful in her work. She had but 
few equals and her place will be hard to fill. 

As a Ohristian her life was a benediction 
to all who came under her inflnence. 

Her daily walk and Christian-like spirit as- 
sure us that our loss is her eternal gain. 

May her exemplary life be a blessing to her 
Fee a i her relatives, and all who knew her.

COOPER'S JEWELRY, 


Which Dazzled His Friends and Pur- 
Zied His Employers, 


WAS TAKEN FROM MAIL PACKAGES 


Inspector Baird Catches a Trusted Negro 
Stealing Mail—Scores ot Complaints 
May Be Due to His Stealing. 


The reason why Ike Cooper, a young ne- 
gro swell employed as stamper in the At- 
lanta postoflice, has been wearing tailof- 
made clothes, the latest hats, russet shoes 
and attire so much-superior to that of his 
fellow workers was discovered last night 
by Postottice Inspector Baird. 

The discovery of the secret wil] put an 
end to Cooper's career as a dude and very 
materially reduce the annual income of 
some local tailor. It will also mark the end 
to the flashy voung African’s connection 
with the postottice and will create a va- 
cancy for Mr. Wallace Rhodes to fill. 

Inspector Baird's discovery, which was 
made last night, forms a close connection 
between Cooper’s fine clothes and the un- 
explained disappearance of scores of valu- 
able mail packages that have lost their way 
after Jeaving the hands of the sender and 
before reaching the hands of the person to 
Whom they were sent. Mr. Baird does not 
mince words in saying that he believes 
Cooper’s tine clothes and flashy jewelry 
represent the lost mail packages, whose dis- 
appearances have been a standing mystery 
at the postoffice for several weeks. 

Ike Cooper is about twenty-four years 
old, and is a well-built, voung, black negro 
He was appointed to the place of stamper 
in the postofice two years ago and has 
filled the place since that time with perfect 
Satisuction to Mr. Rhodes. 

Cooper, it was noticed, wore much finer 
clothes than any of his’ co-workers, but 
nothing was thought of that beyond the 
natunal inference that he was more care- 
ful with his salary than the others. His 
position was one of considerable trust, as 
he handled a large quantity of the mails 
in his position as stamper, 

During the past several weeks the office 
of Superintendent -Wallace Rhodes has 
been deluged with con plaints about lost 
mail packages. The majority, if not all, 
of these packages were articles of valuable 
merchandise, in most instances jewelry. 
Dozens after dozens of these complaints 
were piled up in the superintendent's office 
and referred to Inspector Baird, who has an 
established reputation for picking up the 
offender when he puts his head to it. 

Inspector Baird has been engrossed wtih 

other work for weeks past and could not 
find the time to'look into the many com- 
plaints about missing ypiackages. But re- 
cently the complaints have grown so large 
in voluine that yesterday he took the mat- 
ter in hand, determined to ferret it out to 
the bottom. 
His suspicions were directed to Ike 
Oooper, the stumper, by Mr. Rhodes. Mr. 
Baird turned his attention to watching the 
dudish stamper’s movements. He kept a 
watchful eye on him during the afternoon, 
but detec ted nothing Wrong. 

Yesterday afternoon he decided to pre- 
pare three decoy packages, contuining jew- 
elry, and tempt the thief, whoever he was, 
He went to Messrs. Maier & Berkele, the 
jewelers, who have lost several packages 
recently, and prepared three packages bear- 
ing their stamp upou the outer covering 
and put them in the mai Jast night. 

I‘or three hours the three little boxes 
with the jewelry lay im the postothce with- 
out being disturbed. "Chey had been so di 
rected that they necessarily had to pass 
through Cooper’s hands, and just before 11 
o'clock he reached them and examined 
them critically. 

tie selected the smallest one and dropped 
it into his pocket, while he coolly stamped 
the remaining two. Lluspector Baird, whose 
eye had been upon the negro’s movements 
for three hours, saw him pocket the box. 
Two minutes later Cooper put on his cout 
and stepped into the basement. 

He scanned in the basement just about 
five minutes, and walked back surveying 
two sparkling rings on his right hand, 
which he was. not wearing when he de- 
scended. His day’s work was ended and 
he started down Marietta street for his 
home, 260 Crew street. 

Inspector Baird followed and arrested 
Cooper in front of DeGive's opera house 
and carried him back to Mr. Wallace 
Rhodes’s office, where Cooper was thor- 
oughly questioned. He admitted the theft 
of the Hox and surrendered the two rings. 
Inspec tor Baigd also found a letter directed 
to The People’s Party Paper. trom W«an- 
forth, Ga., which Cooper had tauken-to the 
busement and torn to pieces: It is not 
known whether the letter contained money 
or not. Cooper also confessed another theft 
at the postofliice, and Inspector Baird feels 
confident that he las captured the man 
who did all the ste aling. 

Cooper is very quiet and bas nothing to 
say. He was taken to the police station 
and locked up. Jnspector Baird expects 
to find a lot of jewe ‘Iry at Cooper's home 
Which was taken from stolen mail pack- 
ages.

While it 
is hot expected by those who use this class 
of matter wireulars) for advertisiane and 
other purposes that it shall receive in all cases 
tie same treatment accorded first-class matter 
—It being understood that very frequently it 
IS Necessary to give preference to first-class 
Inttter in distribution—bnt it is expected by 
those who forward this class of matter and 
by the department that every employe shall 
use his best endeavors to secure the prompt 
dispatch and sure delivery of each and every 
plece of mail matter of whatever class. It 
Must Net be treated as “only a cireufar’’ aud 
thrown aside on that account. Poktage has 
been paid upon it according to the rates fixed 
by law, and it is entitled, SO fdr as the de- 
partment cain secure it, te the same certainty 
of delivery to the party widressed as any oth- 
a minil mattew.

Interestingly About Making Coffee. 


“Tf there’s one thing in this world I love 
more than another,” said Major ‘Soek’ 
Pruitt, of The Athens Banner, “it is govud 
coffee, and | want to say to you mght 
here this is the best I ever raised to wy 
lips.’

The water from boiler No. 1 cannot flow 
until boiling and sputters through the diag- 
onal looking pipe in small quantities, By this 
process every particle of strength is ex- 
tractet. When the distillation, as it were, 
is completed the coffee is then turned into 
the large urn in the center in the dining 
room (cut No, 3.) This system prevents 
the least particle of auroma from escaping 
as the fluid is never exposed to air until 
drawn in the-cup. 

By a perfect system of gauges and indi- 
eators there is no guess business aml no 
ehanee for a mistake and the whole thing 
is done without labor or worry. 

The coffe is old Grovernment Java and 
Arabian Moc ‘ha. arriving here in original 
packages, bought for Mr. Durand by H.
